Hydrogen sulphide gas is 
formed by decomposing sea- 
weed, horse’ manure, fowl 
manure, household compost 
heaps and other vegetable or 
animal matter. 

The most severely effected 
areas were in close proximity 
to the foreshore, with dimin- 
ishing degrees of discoloura~ 
tion as the distance from 
the beach was increased.

With the commence- 
ment of every football 
season the word jitters is 
frequently used, and the 
member of most football 
clubs to suffer most from 
butterflys in the stomach 
would be the coach. 
Coaches, like umpires and 
players, come in for their 
fair share of criticism re- 
qardless of, whether a 
team wins or loses. 


Reg Featherby who is coach- 
ing Alton@ for his second 
year, is a former player with 
wide experience in the foot- 
ball game, and with the right 
material to work on,.he will 
certainly go a-long way in 
producing a winning combina- 
tion. 


When he was 13 years of 
‘age, Featherby represented 
the Maryborough Seconds for 
one season and the following 
year came to Melbourne and 
played with Mentone for one 
season as centre half forward. 
* We later played for the Wil- 
liamstown Imperials in the 
Footscray District League, and 
as centre half forward won 
a club~ best and fairest 
award, 


Featherby captained a Rail- 
way Transportation XVIII in 
a Sunday League and here 
‘again he won a best and 
fairest award, this being for 
the competition. 

After a brief lay-off from 
football, Featherby came back 
to the game in 1944 again as 
captain of the railway team 
in their prticularly Sunday 
League. Many League clubs 
were after Featherby’s’ signa- 
ture at this time, but in 1945 
he joined Williamstown fo 
play Association Football. 


The Williamstown Club in

Drawn back to the city in 
1953, Featherby took over as 
playing coach of the Postal 
Workers’ XVITi in their Sun- 
day League.

I would, however, disagree 
that the Altona Council” has 
forgotten, or is intending to 
let the problem slip through 
their fingers. I would like to 
take this opportunity to point 
out the council’s position in 
this matter. . 

Firstly, the council would 
most definitely like to see a 
University established in Al. 
tona, and wll certainly put 
forward not only one but two 
sites for consideration by a 
special investigating commit- 
tee set up by the Government. 
But rather than lose the op- 
portunity to have the Univer- 
sity established in the West- 
ern Suburbs by fighting 
against other municipalities 
for the privilege, the coun- 
cil considers that the correct 
approach: to“this problem is 
to set up a committee repre- 
senting all the Western Sub- 
urbs municipalities and the 
Western Industries Associa- 
tion to examine possible sites 
and then to present evidence 
to this committee to make 
certain that at the very least 
the University will be estab- 
lished in the “Western Sub- 
urbs. ’ 

We would: like to be in a 
position to have various al- 
ternative propositions put for- 
ward by this representative 
body, hoping ef course, that 
Altona has a better case than 
the others, but failing this we 
believe a University must be 
established somewhere in the 
Western Suburbs. We take 
this attitude because we he- 
lieve that if we fight among 
ourselves, that is the Western 
municipalities, then there is 
@ very real danger that the 


University may be established 
elsewhere, and for this pur- 
rose the council has already 
- been successful in holding a 
meeting of which all western 
municipalities have’ given 
their unanimous support. By 
this, of course, they have 
pledged themselves to sup- 
port the best proposition 
which all of us here in Al 
tona would hope may prove 
; to be the sites that we have 
Javailable here ‘in Altona it- 
self. -
